Navy Vanguard Hurls Moon 
Into 2,500-Mile-High Orbit; 
May Circle Earth 10 Years 


Third Stage 
Of Rocket 


Trails Along 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (®— 
The Navy’s Vanguard rocket shot 
a second U.S. satellite into orbit 
around the earth Monday. It may 
have propelled it farther into 
space than any other man-made 
object has ever gone. 

The tiny Vanguard I is hurtling 
along in an egg-shaped orbit that 
swings it as far as 2,500 miles 
from the earth. That is almost 1,- 
000 miles beyond the range of any 
other satellite 

There may have been one more 
distant flight into space. A rocket 
fired from a balloon over the Pa- 
cific Ocean in “Operation Far- 
side’’ was unofficially reported to 
have achieved an altitude of 4,000 
miles. Most estimates, however, 
were that it climbed only half that 
lar. 

Clicking like a fine watch in its 
arrow-true climb into the blue 
sky, the Vanguard hurled its tiny, 
radio-equipped aluminum ‘‘moon” 
into an egg-shaped orbit so ideal 
that it may travel through space 
29 to 10 years. 

3 POUNDS 

It weighed only 344 pounds and 
| Was only 6.4 inches in diameter, 
‘but it was equipped to gather 
much of the information needed

The Vanguard satellite takes 
about 135 minutes to circle the 
earth. 

Trailing it through space is the 
five-foot, 50-pound cylinder which

guard rocket. This tube will be 
the biggest American object in 
the skies. Explorer | weighs 30.6 
pounds. 

While the Vanguard satellite it 
self cannot be tracked except 
through its radio signals because | 
it is so small, the third stage ol 
the rocket should be visible to ob 
servers in areas over which it 
passes at sunset and sunrise.

Secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfar Mat! Folson a native of Mc- 
Rae and a graduate of the University of 
Georgia, told the Rotarians and Georgians 
facts about our educational system that 
were unpleasant but about which all of 
us should know. 

Describing the rapid strides being 
made in the Soviet Union in its svstem 
of state-directed educati nm, Mi Folsom 
made some comparisons which should 


alert us al! to the critical need for im- 


provements in the next decade Uniess 


these improvements are forthcoming. the 
United States likely to find itself second 
best in more fields than education 

Our education efforts. said the secre- 
tary, provides a “mirror for the future.” 
Our society and our country will be as 


strong as we have made it through pro- 
viding educationa] opportunities, reward- 
ing scholarship and encouraging and sup- 
porting education at al! levels. He cited 
the shortage of teachers, their poor pay 
and our growing and pressing need for 
classrooms. 

Looking into the mirror, Mr. Folsom 
finds we are not exerting enough effort 
for education. Both qualitatively and 
quantitatively we are failing to prepare 
our youth for the space age. 

It behooves all of us to heed Mr. Fol- 
som’s words. Russia's Sputniks and her 
progress in all fields of science, economic 
and political competition show a deter- 
mination to win the future through mes- 
sive use of education as ea major weapon 
in the struggle to win men's minds’ and 
to achieve world domination. 


So in welcoming Secretary Folsom to 


the state on the eve of the annual meet- 
ing of the Georgia Education Assn., let's 
study his sobering words. There’s much 
to be done and no time for delay.

It had been de- 
signed as a one-shot job as the United 
States’ participation in the Geophysical 
vear’s investigation aimed at unlocking 
the secrets of earth and space. Russian 
triumphs put on pressure to hurry. And 
from the start the Vanguard seemed un- 


lucky. So great was the public reaction 
that the administration had to give the

Army the go-ahead. An attack missile, 


the Jupiter C, put up the first U-S. satel- 
lite. 

Now the Vanguard has scored a tri- 
umph. Its satellite possesses service pos- 
sibilities not included in either the Ex- 
plorer or the two Soviet Sputniks. It has 
six small “windows” in its ball-shaped 
surface. These will let in sunlight. This in 
turn will power a solar battery. If it 
works this means this radio will function 
for the life of the satellite. 

It is comforting to all thoughtful citi- 
zens that both our satellites are honestly 
created to serve scientific ends and not 
those of propaganda. 

We should not relax. The Russians still 


lead in missiles, even if they now be 
tied with satellites. Even when we put 
up the third, as is expected within davs 


we will be in a position of danger, de- 
manding sacrifice and national unity.

She remembers, “I was reading 
a forbidden novel called ‘The 
Dearest Thing In The World’— 
which I didn’t finish nor do I re- 
call ever having heard of it since. 

“It was a hot night and my 
mother who assisted her father, 
John Harrison, in the post office 
at Guyton, was sitting alone on 
the front porch in the moonlight. 
I] heard her sav to a neighbor’s 
dog ‘who thought our house was 
his, and slept back in a corner 
where the porch passed the dining 
room door, scratching fleas and 
bumping his leg on the floor):

In These 2 Books 


One of the most dynamic women I know is 
Florence C. Brillhart. I first made her acquain- 
tance through the pages of her book, ““Together 
We Praise Him.” It is a book of devotional services for women and 
it has had a Very large sale among those who lead group worship. 


Now her second book is off the 
press, “Worshiping With Women 
of the Bible.” I find it equally 
good. For each devotional she 
suggests an interest center and 
then builds a delightful program 
around it. For example, the sub- 
ject of one is “Some Women 
Jesus Healed.” For an interest 
center she suggests a Bible, 
greenery, Christ’s picture, poison, 
capsules. 


She lists appropriate hymns, 
scripture passages and a prayer. 
Then the talk she gives beauti- 
fully weaves in the objects of the 
interest center and she tells about 
various women the Lord healed. 
But her talk doesn’t stop with 
those women. She asks, “Is not 
our challenge one of greater faith 
as it was in Jesus’ day?” and 
she brings her message to bear 
on the lives of people today. 

In her books are no less than 
72 delightful devotional services. 
They are wonderful help for those 
who lead group worship, but I 
was greatly helped as I looked at 
the truths of God through her in- 
spired imagination. 

For example, for a devotional 
n ‘Patience’ she suggests as an 
interest center a squash and an

acorn. Her talk is built around 
the idea of how quickly a squash 
grows but how long it takes an 
acorn to become a tree and the 
great value of patience.

Nixon Takes Lead 
In Recession Fight 


WASHINGTON—The most significant devel- 
opment here currently is the enlarged role of 
leadership, both within and in behalf of the 


administration, which Vice President Nixon is playing. The emergence 
of the vice president as more active and influential than ever, both 
in shaping and in expounding White House policy, has President 
Eisenhower's approval and encouragement. 


The full range of Nixon's activ- 
ity is not always visible. It has 
only just lately come into sharper 
focus. 

Can it be summed up in one 
phrase? I think it is accurate to 
say Nixon is now deputy com- 
mander of the entire Eisenhower 
administration. 

Normally a vice president acts 
when the President beckons. 

Today Nixon is an almost con- 
tinuous generating source for ad- 
ministration ideas, decisions and 
actions. 

This is something new in the 
functioning of the vice presidency. 

It seems to me there are at 
least three reasons why this has 
come about: 

1. The President’s health. Ob- 
viously there is need for Ejisen- 
hower to pace himself, to guard 
his strength every way he can 
and then to expend it where and. 
when he believes best. This 
means that there must be an- 
other source of energy and stimu- 
lus within the administration un- 
less things are to slow down very 
seriously. Today Nixon is that 
source. 

2. The “clear understanding.”

This is why Nixon believes that 
if the economic indicaters are 
uncertain, it will be better to 
take the risk of doing too much 
too soon than of doing too little 
too late.

Dr. John P. Hagen, director of 
the Vanguard project, said the 
new American satellite is travel- 
ing at a little better than 18,000 
miles an hour in an orbit that will 
swing it as far as 2,500 miles out 
in space and bring it as close to 
the earth as 400 miles. 

Explorer I reaches a maximum 
distance of 1,575 miles from the 
earth. Sputnik II looped out 1,200 
miles and Sputnik I only .580 
miles. 

Vanguard I is the first satellite 
to be equipped with a long-lasting 
source of power in six solar cells 
which convert the sun’s. rays into 
electricity. The expectation was 
that the solar batteries would 
continue to operate for a long 
time until their surfaces on the 
skin of the satellite were finally 
eroded away by cosmic dust, or 
micrometeorites. 

The six solar batteries were 


powering one radio transmitter \¢ 


sending out a steady tracking 
signal of five milliwatts power 
on a frequency of 108.03 meg 
cycles. The  satellite’s othe 
transmitter, operating on a fr? | 
quency of 108 megacycles witha | 
power of 10 milliwatts, is pa@- 
ered by conventional mercfy | 
batteries.

According to a profile on the 1956-57 status of work- 
ing women, published by the U.S. Department of La- 
bor, the weaker sex hasn't the slightest chance of going

Cast half the votes in the 1956 presidential

About 5,400 women are employed as 
secretaries, stenographers and typists. Top salary for 
secretaries is $115 a week, but the average is $73. 
Stenographers average $61 and typists about $52. 


Of course, everyone knows about the teacher short- 
age. By 1965, the report estimates, 1.9 million more 
teachers will be needed to take care of new enroll-
